lihf  rty  of  the  press,  have  been  obliged  to 
quit  Seville,  and  to  flee  towards  Cadiz; 
that  is  to  say,  to  get  as  f r out  ot  tire

will  let 

them  go—  Well  ; let  that  stand  there 
And  when  we  have  leisure,  let  us  lock 
back  a little,  and  see  what  this  war  in 
Spain,  this  war  for  Feidinand,  tins  war 
for  a king,  thi*  war  for  the  prevention  ct 
change,  this  war  for  the  support  of  the 
old  order  of  things,  this  war,  as  the  pas- 
try cook  called  it,  for  the  holy  altars  ot 
Spain,  this  war,  the  object  of  which  was 
first  openly  avowed  at  the  dinner  ef  the 
turtle- patriots,  where  the  lord  chancellor, 
be  who  had  been  one  of  Pitt  s attorney 
generals,  made  a most  flaming  speech 
against  Bonaparte’s  villainous  attempts 
to  rob  the  Spaniards  of  their  freedom; 
yes,  let  us  look  back  only  for  a moment, 
to  the  time  when  the  turtle-meeting  took 
place,  and  see  what  this  war  has  cost  us, 
liow  large  a portion  of  our  means,  i '* 
many  thousands  increased  taxation.  Nu- 
merous as  the  German  troops  in  our  pay 
are,  we  have,  upon  a moderate  computa- 
tion, lost  more  of  our  troops  in  Spain  and 
Portugal  than  we  havU’of  German  noops. 
'Would  it  not  then,  have  been  better  to 
bave  kept  their  own  men  at  home,  and 
have  left  the  Germans  in  their  own  coun- 
try ? What  have  we  to  show  for  all  this 
loss  ? What  have  the  ministers  to  tender 
the  burdened  country  in  lieu  of  all  the 
money  and  life  that  has,  in  this  war,  been 
expended  Nothing  ; for  not  only  have 
\ve.  thus  far  at  least,  failed  ill  our  attempts 
at  keeping  the  French  out  of  the  Penin- 
sula ; hut,  it  we  lail  in  the  **»  J,  as  there 
is  r.ow  reason  to  believe  we  shall,  we 
shall  have  assisted  the  French  in  the  sub- 
jugation of  the  country  ; because  when 
the  reople  of  Spain  see  us  diiven  out  of 
the  field, they  will  no  longerentertaiu  any 
hope  fio.n  resi-tance,  and  indeed,  will  not 
wish  to  resist  It  was  from  the  begin- 
' ning  the  opiuion  of  thousands,  amongst 
whom  1 was  one,  that  it  we  gave  our  aid 
to  a revolution  in  Spain,  we  should  suc- 
ce  d ; but  that  if  we  made  w ar,  and  inci 
ted  the  Spamaids  to  make  war,  for  a 
choice  of  masters  for  Spain,  we  should 
fail,  and,  in  the  nature  of  things,  we  must 
fail.  How  severely  are  tbesr  opinions 
reprobated  by  the  partazans  of  the  min- 
istry ? They  had  the  charity  to  represent 
me  as  being  “ truly  instigated  by  the  de- 
vil." They  asserted,  in  opposition  to  my 
opinions,  that  the  people  of  Spain  were 
dev  ted  to  the  “amiable  monarch,”  Per- 
il.nand  VII.  d>r.,t  for  th*  ;•■•*. 
tane  place  in  Spam  ; that  the  people  of 
.England  viewtbe  possibility  of  such  revo- 
lution with  horror  ; and  they  at  the  same 
time,  were  so  very  candid  as  to  assert, 
that  I and  those  who  thought  with  me, 
■were  grieved  to  the  soul  to  see  that  the 
people  of  Spain  loved  their  monarch,  and 
that  Bonaparte  would,  at  last,  be  beaten 
by  the  loyal  and  religious.”  Their 
hope  was  or  seemed  to  be  this  ; that  the 
Spaniards  would  tepel  Bonaparte’s  attacks, 
am!  finally  heat  him.  and  that  they  would 
afford  (for  the  benefit  of  '•  regular  gov- 
ernment”; an  instance  of  a people  nndei 
a despotic  government,  I aving  risen  in  de- 
fence of  their  country.  and  succeeded  in 
their  object.  This  was  the  hope  ot  our 
political  opponents.  They  were  very 
anxious  to  have  it  in  their  power  to  say 
to  us  : look,  here  are  people  living  und 

a despotism,  who  have  been  able  and  wil- 
ling  to  defend  their  country  against 
France.”  Their  motives  for  this  were  not 
easily  mistaken  ; and,  if  the  French  had, 
no  matter  by  what  means,  been  driven 
out  cf  S » in,  we  should  never  have  heard 
the  last  of  it  ; morning  noon  and  night  it 
would  have  been  dinned  in  our  ears',  that 
people,  under  despotic  government,  had 
succeeded  in  defending  their  countiv 
against  France,  when  the  people  of 
states  comparatively  free,  had  made  lit- 
tie  or  no  resistance  against  her.  The  in- 
ference would  have  been  too  plain  not  to 
be  perceived,  and  loo  useful,  in  the  ryes 
of  some  persons,  not  to  be  applied.  This 
hope,  however,  this  heart  cheering  hope 
ot  our  political  opponents,  has  it  seems, 
now  vanished;  for  if  the  junta  have  de- 
camped from  Seville,  there  can  he  no 
doubt  of  the  " •»»  e kingdom's  being  upon 
tlie  eve  of  submission.  'This,  then, "if  the 
news  be  true,  will  soon  have  closet!  the 
famous  war,  of  which  Mr.  Canning  was 
the  official  originator,  and  thus  will  Eng.

sible wav — bv  thrir  Jcelings  will  they 
know,  what  it  is  to  have  an  anti-jacobin 
minister.

dor  just  now, too,  with  all  the  enormous  ex- 


(queiiccsof  ti.e  subjugation  of  Spain  by 
[the  emperor  Napoleon  will  be  that  of  giv- 
ing him  the  exclusive  possession  ot  all 
fine  wools,  without  which  it  is  very  well 
known-,  that  superfine  c'oth  cannot  le 
mad: . .so  wool  ot  this  sort  shall  we  in 
future  have  without  his  consent  ; and 
though  he  may  find  it  sound  policy  to 
give  that  consent, still  our  supply, depend- 
ing solely  upon  his  will,  must  be  precati- 
ous.

Lord  Wellington's  rknsion. 

Mr.  Perteval  rose,  and  entertain* d the 
House  with  an  eloquent  eulogium  on  the 
military  meiitsol  ,ord  Wellington,  first 
in  India  and  then  in  Spain  ; he  had  ofien 
fought  and  always  coi  quered  1 — Hecon- 
cluded  by  moving, 

“ That  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  commit- 
tee that  his  majesty  oe  e shied  to  grant  a 
pension  of  £2000  per  annum  to  lord  Wel- 
lington and  his  two  succeeding  heirs, 
bearing  his  title,  and  that  the  house  would 
make  good  the  same.” 

Mr.  Howard  oppo'cd  the  motion,  on 
the  ground  that  the  haitle  of  1 alavera 
wa;  followed  bv  none  of  the  consequences 
of  victory,  and  rather  displayed  ill  judged 
rashness  on t he  part  of  lo-d  Wellington, 
than  deliberate  and  skilful  valour. 

Mr-  Calcn.lt  observed,  that  the  right 
bon.  gentleman  opposite  (the  chancellor 
of  tlie  exchequer)  had  asserted,  that  be- 
cause his  majesty  had  been  pleased  to  ad- 
vance find  Wellington  to  the  peerage,  it 
would  be  a deviation  from  the  uniform 
practice  of  that  house  not  to  add  to  that 
honourthe  grantofa  pension. — buiely  the 
right  hon.  gentleman  could  not  think  of 
making  any  comparison  between  the  ser- 
vers ot  lord  Wellington  and  the  services 
of  ».l>*  rlistino-tvi fu,‘ui  flf>raeT  to  ju.tily 
the  amount  of  pension  proposed  to  be 
graiur-d  He  could  not  compare  the  bat 
tie  ot  Talavera  with  the  victories  of  Nel 


pension.  An  lion.  Gent,  on  the  opposite 
side  had  setup  anew  claim  to  the  liberality 
of  Parliament,  w lii ill  was,  that  lord  Wel- 
lington's circumstances  were  such  as  to 
render  a pension  very  agreeable,  because 
he  had  debts.  Debts  indeed  1 and  who 
was  expected  to  pav  them  ? The  people 
of  this  country  were  als  .involved  in  debts, 
without  anv  fault  ot  their  own,  by  the 
votes  of  that  house  ; and  it  was  their  du- 
ty to  take  care  they  should  not  be  saddled 
with  any  more,  or  with  any  that  were 
extraordinary  hut  from  absolute  neces 
sity.

NEW- YORK,  May  16.

One  circumstance  has  occasioned  con 
siderable  sensation  in  England — Sir  Fran- 
cis Burden  has  been  committed  to  the  tow- 
er for  publ  shing  a letter  to  his  constitu- 
ents in  Geobet’s  Register,  under  his  own 
name,  in  which  lie  denies  the  power  of  t 
House  of  Commons  to  imprison  the  pco 
pie  of  England. 

The  U.  S.  frigate  John  Adams  sailed 
from  Cow  s for  France  on  the  26th  of 
March,  with  despatches  from  Mr.  Pink- 
ney

LONDON,  Marchi.26. 

The  dispatches  from  Mr.  Pinkney  to 
the  American  government  were,  we  un- 
derstand, sent  lri.ru  town  on  Saturday  last 
to  the  American  frigate  John  Adams,  ly- 
r g at  Cow  s.  Th* y were  taken  bv  lieu- 
tenant Elliott  of  that  ship,  which  was  to 
proceed  to  obtain  the  dispatches  from 
General  Armstrong.  It  is  not,  however, 
improbable  that  Gen.  Armstrong  wi. I de- 


great rejoicings  have  also  taken  place  in 
Holland  on  the  same  occasion,  the  op- 
pressed people  of  that  country  indulging 
in’the  fond  hope  that  the  event  may  lead 
to  a general  peace. 

April  6. 

This  day  arrived  a mail  from  Cadiz  and 
one  from  Lisbon,  brought  to  Falmouth  by 
he  Princess  Mary  packet,  in  twelve  days 
from  the  tormer  port. 

The  Portuguese  papers  are  principally 
occupied  with  idle  rumours  from  Spain,- 
detailed  with  their  usual  gravity,  altogeth- 
er unworthy  »f  notice. 

The  proceedings  ol  the  house  of  Com- 
mons last  night,  on  Sir  Francis  Burden’s 
case,  cannot  fail  to  be  read  with  consider- 
able interests  by  persons  of  every  descrip- 
tion, whatever  may  be  tl.eir  political  opin- 
ions. 

At  the  early  hour  of  ten  o’clock  yester- 
day morning  all  the  avenues  to  the  PIousc 
were  blocked  up  by  crowds  ol  people,  ea- 
ger for  admission.  On  the  doors  being 
opened  at  the  usual  hour,  the  gallery  was 
instantly  crowded,  almost  to  sutfocation. 
The  press  was  the  most  excessive  we  ever 
witnessed,  but  we  ate  happy  to  add  that  no 
accident  happened.  The  lobbies  remain- 
ed crowded  during  the  whole  ot  the  night. 

An  extraordinary  number  of  constables 
were  on  duty  to  preserve  order,  and,  if  we 
are  rightly  inlormed,  the  Hor-c  guards 
had  received  orders  to  hold  themselves  in 
readiness  to  be  called  out  in  case  of  any 
necessity.  Tlie  debate  lasted  till  past  se- 
ven o’clock  this  morning.  In  the  course 
of  the  debate  Lord  Folkatone  concluded  a 
speech  in  opposition  to  the  resolutions, 
by  moving  that  the  House  do  proceed  to 
the  other  orders  of  the  day.  Alter  a long, 
and  in  some  respects  a very  animated  dis- 
cussion, this  motion  was  negatived,  on  a 
vote  ot  271  to  Ho.  I he  Resolutions  were 
then  adopted  : after  which,  sir  Robert 
Salisbury  moved,  “ That  sir  Francis  Bur- 
den be  committed  to  the  Tower.”  Up- 
on this  motion  Mr.  Sheridan  moved,  as 
an  amendment,  11  That  the  House  do  now 
adjourn,”  but.  on  a division,  the  amend- 
ment was  lost,  and  the  motion  tor  the

Latest  from  CADIZ. 

Last  evening  the  ship  Charles  and 
Harriet,  Turwilliger,  arrived  here  from 
Cadiz,  which  port  she  left  on  the  13  h 
of  April.  Capt.  T.  informed  us  tnat 
Cadiz  held  out  against  the  French,  and 
that  a reinforcement  of  10,0C0  biitish 
troops  were  [daily  expected.  The 
French  army  continued  bombarding 
Cadiz,  and  h,.d* killed  a few  of  the  Brit- 
ish troops. 

Capt.  T.  further  states,  that  it  was 
reported  just  before  lie  sailed,  that  a 
French  u.imy  of  "100,000  men,  were 
inarching  from  Sevilleto  Cadiz.  Twen- 
ty-two sail  of  the  line,  (British  and  Span- 
ish) several  frigates  and  gun-brigs,  and 
about  40  British  transports  were  in  Ca- 
diz Bay,  some  of  which  were  embarking 
French  prisoners,  for  England.

March  31. — We  yesterday  received 
some  more  Portuguese  papers — they  are 
of  so  late  a date  as  the  1 * th  inst.  ana  con 
tain  very  favorable  representations  of  the 
state  of  the  armies  in  Spain  and  Portugal 
I lie  British  head  quarters  continued  at 
Vizen  on  the  15th,  when  an  expectation 
appeared  to  be  entertained  that  a battle 
would  very  shortly  take  place. 

A harrassing  warfare,  the  best  which 
the  Spaniards  could  ~ wage,  appeals 
to  be  maintained  all  over  the  Peninsula 
The  French  were  repulsed  in  an  attack  on 
Astorga.  It  was  reported  that  marshal 
Victor  (Duke  of  Belluno)  had  fallen  in 
another  afT,ir  ; but  neither  date  nor  place 
is  mentioned. 

Letters  from  Cadiz  mention,  that  the 
French  have  ordered  an  enrollment  to  take 
place  immediately  in  Xeres,  Port  St.  M 
ry,  Sail  Lncar,  Rota,  and  the  adjacent 
towns,  of  all  men  capable  of  bearing  arms 
who  are  to  be  ready  at  a moment’s  notice 
It  is  added,  that  in  consequence  of  this  or 
der,  1500  young  men  belonging  to  the 
town  ol  Xeres  fl.-d  from  it,  and  went  to 
the  Sierra  of  Romla,  to  join  the  armed  pa 
triots.  who  are  constantly  cutting  off  sup 
plies  destined  fur  the  enemy’s  camp.

New-York,  May  19.— Yesterday  ar- 
rived at  this  port  the  fast  sailing  brig 
Camilla,  capt  Shader,  from  St.  Sebasti 
ans,  which  port  she  left  on  the  llthof 
April. 

Mr.  John  Griswold  came  out  in  the 
Camilla,  bearer  of  dispatches  from  gen. 
-Armstrong  to  our  government,  and  bus 
furnished  th*?  editors  of  the  Mercantile 
Advertiser  with  a file  of  T rench  papers, 
and  the  summary  of  news.

in  the  Camilla,  left  Palis  on  the  26th  of 
March.  The  Emperor  and  sundry 
members  of  court  were  at  Compeigne, 
where  the  new  empress  Maria  Louisa, 
accompanied  by  the  prince  ofNeufcha- 
tcl,  had  just  arrived.  The  triumphal 
entry  into  Paris,  with  the  Coronation  of 
Marriage  Ceremonials,  was  to  take 
place  on  Sunday,  the  last  of  April.  The 
preparations  for  this  great  event  were 
splendid  beyond  description,  and  it  was 
supposed  the  illuminations  and  feasts 
would  excel  in  brilliancy  those  of  any 
former  period. 

Gen.  Demoticr,  had  been  appointed 
by  the  Emperor  minister  to  the  U.  S. 
It  was  not  known  whether  he  was  to 
succeed  Gen.  Tcrrcau,  or  that  he  is 
appointed  to  some  special  mission.  He 
had  taken  passage  in  the  Francis  with 
the  Russian  minister,  and  was  to  sail 
from  Rochelle  for  Philadelphia  about 
the  1 Oth  of  April.  It  was  reported  and 
believed  in  Paris,  that  Mr.  Pinkney  had 
concluded  a convention  with  the  Mar- 
quis Wellesley. 

Gen.  Armstrong  had  taken  up  the 
ship  Sally,  Capt.  Scott,  laying  at  St. 
Sebastians,  to  take  himself  and  family 
to  America — He  would  embark  from 
Bordeaux  about  the  1st  June. 

Little  or  no  news  from  the  armies  in 
Spain  that  could  be  relied  upon. 

Gen.  Mena,  who  commanded  a par- 
ty of  Patriots,  had  been  taken  by  a par- 
ty of  gens  d’armes  and  sent  into  Frwice 
escorted  by  a heavy  guard  of  soldiers. 
On  the  7th  of  April,  Gen.  M.  was  di- 
ning apart  front  his  troops  and  was  sur- 
prised at  table  ; a party  of  gens  d’arrnes 
entered  his  appurtment  before  he  was 
apprised  of  their  approach — he  made  a 
short  but  vigorous  resistance,  in  which 
he  was  severely  wounded,  and  it  was 
supposed,  he  would  not  survive  his 
wounds. 

A rumour  prevailed  at  St.  Sebastians 
at  the  time  the  Camilla  sailed,  that  a 
battle  had  been  fought  between  the  com- 
bined armies  and  the  French,  in  which 
the  latter  were  defeated  with  considera- 
ble loss — of  the  truth  of  this,  little  was 
known  or  believed. 

It  was  also  reported  the  day  previous 
to  sailing,  that  the  frigate  J<  hn  Adams 
had  arrived  at  Cherbourg,  but  no  news 
had  transpired  from  her. 

The  Camilla  has  brought  home  the 
crew  ol  the  Ann,  Pendergrast,  of  New- 
York,  lately  condemned  in  the  Court 
of  Prizes  at  Paris,  both  vessel  and  car- 
go.— Seventy-six  seamen  belonging 
to  American  vessels,  captured  and  con- 
fiscated in  the  ports  of  Biscay,  also  came 
home  in  Camilla.

The  letter  which  1 had  the  liono.'  to 
receive  front  you  under  date  of  Zu 
(anuitiy,  together  with  the  additional 
paragraph  received  on  the  24th  Janu- 
ary, has  been  i..id  before  the  king. 

The  several  conferences  which  1 have 
held  with  von  respecting  the  transacti- 
ons to  which  your  letter  refers,  have,  I 
trust,  satisfied  you,  that  it  is  the  sincere 
idesire  ol  iiis. majesty ’s  gove.ninoi.t,  on 
tlye  present  occasion,  to  avoid  any  dis- 
cussion which  might  obstruct  the  ic- 
ncsval  of  amicable  intercourse  between 
the-  two  countries. 

The  coi  respofidt  hee  between  Mr 
Jrr.kson  and  Mr,  Smith  1ms  been  sub- 
mitted to  his  majesty’s  consideration. 

His  Majesty  has  commanded  me  to 
exy  ress  his  concern,  t lint  the  official 
coinmtmication,  between  his  majesty’s 
Minister  in  America  and  the  govern- 
raent  of  the  United  S.ates,  should  have 
been  interrupted,  before  it  was  pos- 
si  ble  for  his  Majesty,  by  any  interposi- 
ti  on  of  lira  authority,  to  manifest  his  in- 
v;  triable  dispositioh  to  maintain  the  re- 
la  lions  of  amity  with  the  United  States. 

I am  commanded  by  bis  majesty  to 
it  iform  you,  that-I  have  received  front 
I lr.  Jackscn  the  ir„ost  positive  assuran- 


ces, that  it  was  r.ot  his  purpose  to  give 
offence  to  the  government  of  the  United 
St  ites,  by  any  expression  contained  in 
letters,  or  by  any  part  of  his  conduct. 

The  expressions  and  conduct  of  his 
Majesty’s  Minister  in  America  having, 
however,  appeared  to  the  government 
of  the  United  States  to  be  exceptiona- 
ble, the  usual  course  in  such  cases  would 
have  been,  to  convey,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, to  his  majesty,  a formal  com- 
plaint against  his  Minister,  and  to  desire 
such  redress,  as  might  be  deemed  suit- 
able to  the  nature  of  the  aliedged  of- 
fence. 

This  course  of  proceeding  would  have 
enabled  his  majesty  to  have  made  such 
arrangements,  or  to  have  offered  such 
seasonable  explanations,  as  might  have 
precluded  the  inconvenience,  which 
must  always  arise  from  the  suspension 
of  official  communication  between 
friendly  powers. 

His  Majesty  however  is  always  dis- 
posed to  pay  the  utmost  attention  to 
the  wishes  afid  sentiments  of  states  ini 
amity  with  him ; and  he  has  therefore 
been  pleased  to  direct  the  return  of 
Mr.  Jackson  to  England. 

But  his  Majesty  has  not  marked,  with 
any  expression  of  his  displeasure,  the 
conduct  of  Mr.  Jackson  ; whose  integ- 
rity, zeal  and  ability  have  long  been 
destinguished  in  his  Majesty’s  service  ; 
and  who  does  not  appear,  on  the  pre- 
sent occasion,  to  have  committed  any 
intentional  offence  against  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  Slates. 

I am  commanded  to  inform  you,  that 
Mr.  Jackson  is  ordered  to  deliver  over 
the  charge  of  his  Majesty’s  affairs  in 
America,  to  a person  properly  qualified 
to^carry  on  the  ordinary  intercourse 
between  the  two  governments,  which 
his  Majesty’s  is  sincerely  desirous  of 
cultivating  on  the  most  friendly  terms. 

As  an  additional  testimony  of  this 
disposition,  1 am  authorised  to  assure 
you,  that  his  Majesty  is  ready  to  receive 
with  sentiments  of  undiminished  anuty 


or.e  to  conjecture  how  soon  he  tih itself  raav 
be  summoned  from  his  dwelling,  a nil  be 
hurried  without  trial,  and  without  oath 
made  against  him,  from  the  bosom  of  his 
family,  into  the  clutches  of  a jailor.  It  is, 
therefore,  now  the  time  to  resist  the  doc- 
trine upon  which  Mr,  Jones  has  been  sent 
to  Newgate;  or,  it  is  high  time  to  cease  ail 
pretensions  to  those  liberties,  which  were 
acquired  by  our  forefathers,  after  so  many 
sacrifices. 

F.iiher  the  House  of  Commons  is  author- 
ised to  dispense  with  the  laws  of  the  land, 
or  it  is  not.  If  the  constitution  be  of  so 
delicate  a texture,  so  weak,  a frame,  so  fra- 
gile a substance,  that  it  is  to  be  only  spo- 
ken of  in  terms  of  admiration,  and  to  be 
viewed  merely  as  a piece  of  curious  but 
unprofitable  workmanship ; if  Magna 
Charta,  and  all  the  wholesome  laws  cf  En- 
gland, be  a dead  letter;  in  that  case  the 
affirmative  of  the  proposition  may  be  ad- 
mitted: but  if  the  constitution  lives,  and  is 
applicable  to  its  end,  namely,  the  happi- 
ness of  the  community,  the  perfect  securi- 
ty of  the  life,  liberty  and  property,  of  each 
member,  and  all  the  members  of  the  soci- 
ety, then  the  affirmative  of  the  proposition 


j can  never  be  admitted ; then  must  we  be 
freemen;  for  we  need  no  better  security, 
no  more  powerful  protection,  for  our  rights 
and  liberties  than  the  laws  and  constitu- 
tion. \Ve  seek  for,  and  we  need  seek  for 
nothing  new.  We  ask  for  no  more  than 
what  our  forefathers  insisted  upon  as  their 
own  ; we  ask  for  no  more  than  what  they 
bequeathed  unto  us;  vVe  ask  for  no  more 
than  what  they,  in  the  Testament  which 
some  of  them  had  sealed,  and  which  the 
rest  of  them  were  teady  to  seal,  with  their 
blood,  expressly  declared  to  be  “ the  birth 
right  of  the  people  of  F.ngland,”  namely, 
“ THE  LAWS  OF  ENGLAND.”  To  these 
laws  we  have  a right  to  look,  with  confi- 
dence, for  security : to  these  laws  the  in- 
dividual now  imprisoned  has,  through  me, 
applied  for  redress  in  vain.  Those  who 
imprisoned  him,  have  refused  to  listen  to 
my  voice,  weakly  expressing  the  strong 
principles  of  the  law,  the  undeniable 
claims  of  this  Englishman’s  “ birth  right." 
Your  voice  may  come  with  more  force, 
may  command  greater  respect;  and, 
I am  not  without  hope, -thm  - it  may 
prove  irresistable,  if  it  proclaim  to  this 
House  of  Commons,  in  the  same  tone  as 
the  tongues  of  our  successors  proclaimed 
to  the  kings  of  old,  “ Mohimus  Leges  An- 
gliac  Mutari or,  in  our  own  clear  and 
not  less  forcible  langange,  the  laws  of 
England  shall-not  bechanced.” 

The  principle,  fellow  citizens  for  which 
we  are  now  contending,  is  the  same  principle 
for  which  the  people  ol  England  have  contend- 
ed from  the  earliest  ages,  and  their  glorious 
success  in  which  contests  are  now  upon  record 
in  the  great  character  of  our  rights  and  liber- 
ties,  and  in  divers  other  subsequent  statutes  of 
scarcely  less  importance.  It  was  this  same 
great  principle,  which  was  again  attacked  by 
Charles  the  First,  i'rthe  measure  of  ship-mo- 
ney, when  again  the' people  of  England,  and 
uncorrupted  House  of  Commons,  renewed  the 
contest,  a contest  which  ended  in  the  impri- 
sonment, the  trial,  the  condemnation,  and  the 
execution  of  that  ill  advised  king.  The  self 
same  principle  it  was,  that  was  so  daringly  vi- 
olated by  his  son  James  the  Second  ; for  which 
violation  he  was  compelled  to  flee  from  the  just 
indignation  of  the  people,  who  not  only  stript 
him  of  his  crown,  but  who  prevented  that 
crown  from  descending  to  bis  family.  In  all 
those  contests,  the  courage,  perseverance, 
and  fortitude  of  our  ancestors,  conspicuous  as 
they  were,  were  not  more  so,  than  their  wis- 
dom ; for  talk  as  long  as  we  will  about  rights, 
liberties,  franchises,  privileges,  immunities, 
of  what  avail  are  any, or  all  of  these  together,  if 
our  persons  can,  at  the  sole  will  and  command 
of  any  man  or  set  of  men,  be  seized  on, 
thrown  into  prison,  and  there  kept  during  the 
pleasure  of  that  man  or  set  of  men?  If  every 
one  of  you  be  liable  at  any  time,  to  be  seat  to 
jail  without  trial,  and  without  oath  made 
gainst  you,  and  there  to  be  detained  as  long  as 
it  pleases  the  parties  sending  you  there  (per- 
haps to  the  end  of  your  life)  without  any  court 
to  appeal  to,  without  any  means  <,f  redress,  if 
this  be  thecase,  shall  we  still  boast  of  the  laws 
and  of  the  liberties  of  England ! Volumes  have 
been  written  by  foreigners  as  well  as  by  our 
own  countrymen  in  praise  of  that  part  of  our 
law,  which  in  so  admirable  a manner,  provides 
for  our  personal  safety  against  any  attacks  of 
men  in  power.  This  has  indeed,  been,  in  all 
ages,  the  pride  of  our  country ; and  it  is  the 
maintenance  of  this  principle  which  enabled  uj 
to  escape  that  bondage,  in  which  all  the  states 
and  kingdoms  in  Europe  were  enthralled,  by 
abandoning  and  yielding  it  up  ; and  we  may  be 
assured,  that  if  we  how  abandon  it,  the  bright 
days  of  England’s  glory  will  sit  in  the  night  of 
her  disgrace. 

But  I would  fain  believe  that  such  is  not  to 
be  our  fate.  Our  forefathers  made  stern  grim 
visaged  prerogative  hide  his  head  ; they  broke 
in  pieces  his  sharp  and  massy  sword.  And 
shall  we,  their  sons  be  afraid  to  enter  the  lists 
with  undefined  privilege,  assuming  the  powers 
of  prerogative  ? 

I shall  be  told, perhaps, that  there  is  not  much 
danger  of  this  power  being  very  frequent  tv  ex- 
ercised.  The  same  apology  may  be  made  for 
the  exercise  of  any  power  whatever.  I do  not 
suppose  that  the  gentlemen  of  the  house  of 
commons  will  send  any  of  you  to  jail,  when 
yon  do  not  displease  them.  Mr.  Yorke  did  not 
move  forthe  sending  of  Mr.  Jones  to  jail,  un- 
til Mr.  Jones  displeased  him;  buf  it  is  not  a 
very  great  compliment  to  pay  to  any  constitu- 
tion to  say,  that  it  does  not  permit  any  man  to 
be  imprisoned,  unless  he  has  done  something 
to  displease  persons  in  power.  It  would  be 
difficult,  I should  suppose,  to  find  any  man  on 
earth,  however  despotic  his  disposition,  who 
Would  not  be  contented  with  the  power  of 
sending  to  prison,  during  his  pleasure,  every 
one  who  should  dare  to  do  any  thing  to  dis- 
please him.  Besides,  when  I am  told,  that 
there  is  little  danger  that  the  gentlemen  in  the 
house  of  commons  will  often  exercise  this 
power,  1 cannot  help  observing,  that,  though 
the  examples  may  be  few,  their  eflects  will,  na- 
turally be  great  and  general.  At  this  moment, 
it  is  true,  we  see  but  one  man  actually  in  jail 
for  having  displeased  those  gentlemen,  but 
the  fats  of  this  one  man,  (as  it  is  the  effect  of 
all  punishments)  will  deter  others  from  expres- 
sing their  opinions  of  the  conduct  of  those  who 
have  had  the  powers  to  punish  them.  And, 
moreover,  it  is  in  the  nature  of  all  po  wer,  and 
especially  of  assumed  and  undefined  power,  to 
increase  as  it  advances  in  age ; and  as  magna 
charta  and  the  law  of  the  land  have  not 
been  sufficient  to  protect  Mr.  Jones,  as  we 
have  seen  him  sent  to  jail  for  having  described 
the  conduct  of  the  membeis,  as  an  outrage  up- 
on public  feeling,  what  security  have  we,  un- 


sitting in  the  house;  or  in  short,  for  making 
any  declaration,  giving  any  opinion,  stating  u- 
ny  tact,  betraying  any  feeling,  whether  by 
writing,  by  word  of  mouth,  or  by  gesture, 
which  may  displease  any  of  the  gentlemen  as- 
sembled in  St.  Stephen's  chapel ! 

Then  again  to  the  kind  of  punishment;  why 
should  they  stop  at  sending  persons  to  jail!  If 
they  can  send  who  they  please  to  jail ; if  they 
can  keep  the  persons,  s»  sent,  in  jail,  as  long 
as  they  please,  if  they  call  set  their  prisoners 
free  at  the  end  of  the  first  hour,  or  keep  them 
confined  for  seven  years  ; if,  iu  short,  their  ab- 
solute will  is  to  have  the  force  of  the  law, 
what  security  can  you  have  that  they  vviil  stop 
at  imprisonment  ! if  they  have  absolute  power 
of  imprisoning  and  releasing,  why  may  they 
not  send  their  prisoners  to  York  jail,  as  well  as 
to  a jail  in  London  ! Whv  not  confine  men  in 
solitary  cells,  or  load  them  with  chains  anti 
bolts?  They  have  not  gone  these  lengths  yet, 
but  what  is  there  to  restrain  them,  if  they  arc 
to  be  sole  judges  of  tile  extent  of  their  pow- 
ers without  any  oontroul,  and  without  leaving 
the  parlies  whom  they  chose  to  punish,  any 
mode  of  redress. 

That  a power  such  as  this  should  exist  in  a- 
nv  country,  it  is  lamentable  to  be  obliged  to 
believe  ? but  that  it  should  lie  suftered  to  ex- 
ist, and  that  its  existence  should  he  openly  and 
even  boastfully  avowed  in  a country  whose  chief 
glory  has  been  its  free  constitutution  of  go- 
vernment, is  something  too  monstrous  to  he  be- 
lieved, if  the  proof  w.  ,e  not  before  our  eyes. 
Had  the  least  donut  hung  upon  my  mind  cf  the 
illegality  of  the  proceedings  in  the  present 
case,  it  would  have  been  altogether  removed 
by  the  answers  given  to  the  reference  made  by 
me  to  the  great  luminaries  of  our  law,  and  the 
laws  themselves.  The  argument,  by  which  1 
endeavoured  to  .convince  t lie  gentlemen  of  the 
house  of  commons,  that  their  acts  in  the  case 
of  Mr.  Jones,  were  illegal,  1 shall  now  lay  be- 
fore you,  in  a more  full  and  connected  way 
than  it  could  possibly  be  done  bv  the  Parlia- 
mentary Reporters,  and  in  doing  this,  I shall 
do  all  that  remains  in  mv  power,  towards  tin- 
correction  of  tills,  as  1 deem  it,  most  enormous 
abuse  of  power,  and  most  dangerous  of  all 
encroachments  upon  the  rights  and  liberties  ot 
Englishmen — 1 remain  gentlemen,

It  appears  from  the  Jate  intelligence  from 
England,  published  in  our  paper  of  this  week 
that  this  gentleman  has  been  imprisoned  in  the 
London  Towcr.for  publishing  the  following  let 
ter  to  his  constituents,  wherein  he  denies  the 
right  of  the  House  orCommons  to  order  the  im 
prisomr.rnt  of  a subject.  For  its  independence 
and  spirit  is  it  well  worthy  perusal.  The  cir 
cum.stance  which  gave  rise  to  the  publication  of 
Mr.  Bnrdett’s  letter  was,  as  be  therein  states, 
the  imprisonment  of Mr.  Jones  ; this  latter 
gentleman  had  published  some  strictures  on 
the  House  of  Commons’ closing  their  doors  du- 
ring the  discussion  on  the  Waichcren  expedi- 
tion. , . , 

The  power  of  a British  House  of  Parliament 
to  imprison  indefinitely,  is  of  tile  "most  arbitra- 
ry nature," and  perfectly  incompatible  with  lib- 
erty— yet,  if  we  mistake  not,  the  American  Con- 
gress lay  claim  to  the  same  power! ! VVetrust 
that  the  principle  w hich  Burdclt  is  contending 
for  in  England,  will  not  escape  the  notice  of 
some  patriotic  member,  at  the  next  session — 
we  recommend  Sir  Francis’s  letter,  to  the 
particular  attention  of  our  immediate  repre- 
sentatives, w hoever  they  may  be. 

From  the  statcmenlsin  the  papers,  it  appears 
that  tLis  procedure  of  the  Imperial  Parliament, 
has  already  caused  considerable  sensation.  Sir 
FraUvoa  Burdelt  isjone  of  the  leading  opposition, 
ists  possessing  great  popularity  and  influ- 
ence, and  consequences  of  a serious  natut  e may 
ensue.

Fellow  Citizens — The  two  first  num. 
b;rs  of  this  publication  were  exclusively 
devoted  to  the  consideration  of  the  science 
of  law,  and  the  character  and  con- 
duct of  lawyers — the  three  last  to  thatoi 
the  science  of  medicine  and  character, prac- 
tice and  conduct  of  the  faculty, in  which  I 
was  unavoidably  compelled  with  that  rev- 
erence I entertain  for  truth  to  pourtray 
to  public  view,  some  few  of  the  vices  and 
detects  which  have  crept  into  this  profes- 
sion, by  the  promotion  of  quackery , and 
from  which  physicians  of  the  present  day 
seem  fully  determined  never  to  depart. 
And,  fellow  citizens,  the  course  marked 
out  in  the  first  number  of  this  publication, 
leads  me  now  to  an  examination  of  the 
science  of  divinity  and  the  character  of 
preachers. 

That  there  is  a supreme,  incomprehensi- 
ble and  self  existent  God , who  speaks  at 
his  divine  pleaiure,  worlds  into  existence, 
and  who  scans  immensity  with  a single 
glance,  I apprehend,  even  inJUlelity  ttsrf 
cannot  question.  It  follows  then  of  course, 
that  that  science  which  enables  us  to  dis- 
cover the  excellencies  of  this  being, which 
enables  us  to  view  him  in  his  meridian 
splendor  enthroned  upon  his  golden  seat, 
and  surrounded  by  myriads  of  angels,  and 
above  all,  that  science  which  tnables  fall-
